cops A 42-year-old man was 
Tasered by Halifax Regional 
Police yesterday morning 
for allegedly becoming vio¬ 
lent and resisting arrest. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say they responded to infor¬ 
mation about a man who 
had broken a window out of 
a vehicle on Mitchell Street. 
When they arrived and ap¬ 
proached the man it led to a 
Taser being used “because 
of the level of violence 
shown toward police when 
they attempted to arrest 
him,” said Staff Sgt. Richard 
Gilroy of HRP. 

“He was swinging, punch¬ 
ing, kicking. He was very vi¬ 
olent,” Gilroy added. 

The Taser “had absolutely 
no effect on him,” Gilroy 
said, and about four or five 
officers were needed to 
make the arrest. The man 
was then transported by 
ambulance to the QEII 
Health Sciences Centre. 

Several officers received 
minor injuries in this inci¬ 
dent, but Gilroy said all 
were back working a short 
time later. 

“Between his arrest and 
transport to hospital, that’s 
when the officers were as¬ 
saulted,” said Gilroy, adding 
the incident was “quite an 
ordeal.” 

The man also received 
minor injuries and is now 
undergoing mental and 
health assessments at the 
QEII, which police say could 
take a few days.

Man dead 
after falling 
into harbour 

tragedy A 52-year-old man 
is dead after falling off the 
dock and into the harbour 
near the Halifax Ferry Ter¬ 
minal on the Halifax 
waterfront Saturday 
evening. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say the man fell into the 
water at about 8:30 p.m. It 
hasn’t been determined 
exactly how he fell in, but 
police say it was acciden¬ 
tally and that he was in 
the water for a short peri¬ 
od of time. 

“A woman jumped in to 
try and assist. A couple of 
police officers did the 
same and they got him out 
with the aid of paramedics 
and fire,” said HRP’s Staff 
Sgt. Richard Gilroy. “He 
was then taken to hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead.” 

Police haven’t yet 
released the name of the 
victim, who died at the 
QEII Health Sciences Cen¬ 
tre in Halifax. An autopsy 
was to be conducted either 
yesterday or today.

NDP votes to keep status quo 

Public transit cash, fighting violence against women high up on convention agenda

They looked left, they 
looked right, but by the 
end of the federal NDP 
convention in Halifax the 
party decided to stay put. 

A controversial motion 
to support marijuana legal¬ 
ization was pushed far 
enough down the agenda 
there was no time to de¬ 
bate it. Conversely, a cen¬ 
trist item on small busi¬ 
ness tax cuts met the same 
fate, as did the proposed 
NDP name change. 

Motions approved in¬ 
cluded investing in renew¬ 
able energy, giving more 
money to public transit 
and fighting violence 
against women — all ap¬ 
plauded but hardly new to 
the party’s policy books. 

But despite a lack of 
drastic moves the gather¬ 
ing burst with self-assured¬ 
ness — a feeling the votes 
will come to them. 

“We talked about those 
who are quick to say it 
can’t be done,” NDP Leader 
Jack Layton said in his clos¬ 
ing speech yesterday. 

“My favourite these days: 
You’ll never get an NDP 
government elected in No¬ 
va Scotia. It can’t be done. 
Tell that to Premier Dex¬ 
ter.” 


• New Democratic Party 
Leader Jack Layton himself got 
a vote of confidence from 
within the party, with 89 per 
cent choosing to keep him in 


The focus this weekend 
was clearly on winning, 
something the federal par¬ 
ty has yet to do.

centre — as Nova Scotia 
NDP Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter did before his party 
won a majority govern¬ 
ment, but Layton said vot¬ 


ers would be attracted to a 
new way of governing. 

“We have both of the 
other parties traditionally 
in government advocating 
essentially a return to the 
old ways,” Layton told re¬ 
porters at the Halifax 
Metro Centre. “What you 
saw emerging from the 
ideas at this convention 
was a whole new way of 
thinking about the econo¬ 
my. I’m very excited about 
that.” 


I Name change 
motion draws ire 

convention The NDP 

name change never made 
it onto the table yesterday, 
after what some delegates 
called a filibuster. 

The motion to consider 
dropping the “New” from 
New Democratic Party was 
sixth on a list of items to 
be debated over one hour 
at the federal NDP conven¬ 
tion in Halifax. 

But the first item — a se¬ 
ries of constitutional 
changes — took up 57 
minutes. 

“It’s filibustering,” said 
one delegate who wished 
to remain anonymous. 

“The opponents of the 
name change have organ¬ 
ized to try and stall. And 
they’re doing a pretty 
good job.” 

The delegate said such 
moves aren’t unusual at 
party conventions. 

“It’s one of the tools you 
have when you oppose 
something. Rather than 
tempt fate with a vote you 
try to make sure there’s 
no vote,” he said. 

Those opposed to the 
name change were highly 
visible at the Halifax con¬ 
vention as they passed 
around orange buttons.

Province moves on power caps 


regulation The Nova Sco¬ 
tia government has an¬ 
nounced it is one of the 
first provinces in Canada 
to be imposing regulated 
caps and greenhouse gas 
and air pollutant emis¬ 
sions from power genera¬ 
tion facilities. 

The plan officially an¬ 
nounced Friday sees emis¬ 
sion caps set for 2010, 2015 
and 2020 as committed to 
under the province’s Cli¬ 
mate Change Action Plan. 

“This is a major stride 
forward in meeting the 


province’s goals to combat 
climate change and its ef¬ 
fects,” Nova Scotia Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Sterling 
Belliveau said in a release 
Friday. “This will help 
achieve the key reductions 
called for in the Environ¬ 
mental Goals and Sustain¬ 
able Prosperity Act, which 
commits the province to 
cutting greenhouse gas 
emissions by at least 10 per 
cent below 1990 levels by 
2020 and significantly re¬ 
ducing emissions that 
cause air pollution.” 


The biggest emission re¬ 
ductions will come from 
Nova Scotia Power, a com¬ 
pany the release said is re¬ 
sponsible for 50 per cent of 
the province’s greenhouse 
gas emissions and will 
have to achieve about half 
of the emissions reduc¬ 
tions set out by the CCAP. 

The release adds NSP 
“have said the caps are ag¬ 
gressive, but achievable.” 
It’s not known if in trying 
to meet these targets what 
effect that could have on 
customers. metro Halifax

Improving relations drive Northern thaw 

Quiet talks going on between Arctic rivals despite political posturing at home, abroad 


Great expectations 


In the tangled world of 
Arctic diplomacy, where 
nationalist ideas converge 
and sometimes clash at 
the top of the world in 
Cold War fashion, not all is 
as it seems. 

When Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay rebukes Rus¬ 
sia for Arctic bomber 
flights and Artur Chilin¬ 
garov, Russia’s hardline 
Arctic envoy, makes clear 
Moscow’s northern ambi¬ 
tions, their chest-thump¬ 
ing is often aimed at a 
home audience. 

“I kind of look at Chilin¬ 
garov and Peter MacKay 


playing a similar role in 
two different govern¬ 
ments, playing to a sense 
of nationalism in their 
own country,” said Michael 
Byers, Canadian research 
chair in international law 
and politics at the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

Expect to hear a lot more 
on that theme next week 
as Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper heads north for a 
weelclong trip that will 
take him to all three terri¬ 
tories. 

The trip, which starts to¬ 
day, will see the prime

some farmers to stop rais¬ 
ing hogs and offer loans to 
help others restructure, as¬ 
sistance that drew praise 
from Canadian hog farm¬ 
ers and concerns from a 
top U.S. farmer group. 

Agriculture Minister Ger- 
ly Ritz announced the as¬ 
sistance for the reeling in¬ 
dustry Saturday. 

The government will ask 
farmers to bid for funding 
totalling $75 million to 
stop hog production for at 
least three years. Farmers 
have complained that they 
lose $40 per hog they sell 
because of high feed costs 
and weak prices. 

Banks will offer long¬ 
term loans at market rates 
backed by government 
credit to allow viable hog 
farms time to restructure. 
Short-term credit will also 
be available for operating 


$75M 

The total funding amount 
available to hog farmers to 
stop production. 

costs such as feed and pay¬ 
roll. 

Government loans are a 
concern to the National 
Pork Producers Council 
which represents strug¬ 
gling U.S. hog farmers, said 
Nick Giordano, the coun¬ 
cil’s vice-president. 

“Producers can’t get 
bank loans, so the Canadi¬ 
an government is stepping 
in. That’s clearly a sub¬ 
sidy,” said Giordano. “Mon¬ 
ey is flowing to producers 
that wouldn’t otherwise. 
That’s a concern to U.S. 
producers.”

“She’s really sick,” Mo¬ 
hamud’s lawyer Raoul 
Boulalcia said of the 
woman who arrived home 
to a hero’s welcome at 
Pearson Saturday, and a 
tearful airport reunion 
with her 12-year-old son 
Mohamed Hussein, who 
she’d left with friends here 
while visiting her sick 
mother in Nairobi. 

Even as Mohamud’s doc¬ 
tors probed for answers, 
the Canadian government 
was beginning to look for 
its own answers in the 
case. 

“From where we see it 
now it looks like it needs a 
bit of an explanation,” Pub¬ 


lic Safety Minister Peter 
Van Loan said yesterday of 
Mohamud’s ordeal. 

The government, he 


said, will seek to deter¬ 
mine “what decisions were 
made, and why, and to get 
a sense of what actually oc- 


§ curred.” 

But Van Loan said it’s far 
too soon to talk about com¬ 
pensating the Toronto 
woman for her three- 
month ordeal, which be¬ 
gan after Canadian high 
commission officials in 
Nairobi, Kenya, cancelled 
her Canadian passport and 
turned her over to Kenyan 
authorities as a stateless 
person — all because she 
didn’t look like her four- 
year-old passport photo. 

Less than 24 hours after 
landing at Pearson, Mo¬ 
hamud began undergoing 
tests in hospital. 

She’s been losing weight 
and suffering respiratory 
problems since her eight- 
day incarceration in June 
at Nairobi’s Langata 
Women’s Prison, Boulalcia 
said. 

Doctors were exploring 
whether she might have 
caught an infectious tropi¬ 
cal disease, Boulalcia said.

The seven deadly sins of greenwashing 



Everyone seems to be 
claiming they have a green 
product. How can you tell 
if it is legitimate or not? 

If you are purchasing 
something new, the fol¬ 
lowing resources and tips 
can provide some direc¬ 
tion. The second version of 
the popular Sins of Green¬ 
washing report was re¬ 
leased this year at 
http://sinsofgreenwashing 
.org/. The seven sins com¬ 
mitted by companies as 
outlined in the report in¬ 
clude: 


1. Sin of Hidden Trade: 
highlighting one green 
feature and ignoring an¬ 
other. 

2. Sin of No Proof: mak¬ 
ing an environmental 
claim that cannot be easily 
substantiated. 

3. Sin of Vagueness: 
poorly defined or broad 
claims. 

4. Sin of Irrelevance: 
truthful but unimportant 
or unhelpful. 

5. Sin of Lesser of Two 
Evils: a true claim that 
aims to distract from 
greater environmental im¬ 
pacts. 

6. Sin of Fibbing: mak¬ 
ing a claim that is false. 

7. Sin of Worshipping 
False Labels: providing 
fake labels or claims of 
third-party support. 

If you are purchasing a 
new product or food item, 


here are some tips on how 
to make sustainable pur¬ 
chases. 

Consider factors like the 
environment and sustain¬ 
ability track record, pack¬ 
aging, where the products 
are made or grown, and 
the costs of disposal. 

For example, I look for 
products that have mini¬ 
mal packaging, that can be 
composted or recycled in 
HRM, that are made with 
high-recycled content and 
are manufactured with 
low toxicity and energy, 
and that use responsible 
farming, forestiy, fishing 
and social practices. 

Legitimate certifications 
can help provide a guide 
— here are a few. 

Canada’s Eco-logo, the 
three doves intertwined, 
certifies a number of prod¬ 
ucts for criteria such as en¬ 


ergy and toxics. So does 
the Green Seal program. 

Energy Star-certified 
products meet lower ener¬ 
gy consumption standards. 
The Fair Trade logo often 
seen on foods, such as cof¬ 
fee, and clothing items is a 
globe with figure half 
white and black. 

For food, I try to buy lo¬ 
cal, organic products (US- 
DA organic label is legit), 
and look for symbols such 
as the Marine Stewardship 
Council logo. 

I always say try your 
best, as you will have to 
make tradeoffs. 

If we all try to purchase 
more sustainable prod¬ 
ucts, we can drive the mar¬ 
ket demand.

Zelaya on June 28 and the 
militaiy plane that flew 
Zelaya out of the countiy 
had used a U.S. base in 
Honduras. 

Venezuela is planning to 
beef up its army by buying 
tanks and other weapons 
from Russia, Chavez said, 
adding that his country 
needs to be prepared for 
an attack. 

Chavez claims the Unit¬ 
ed States wants to control 
Venezuela’s huge oil re¬ 
serves as well as the Ama¬ 


zon region. 

“This is just the start of 
an imperial military ex¬ 
pansion,” warned Chavez.

Nature creates its own hybrids 



Humans are often behind odd couplings, such as these “liger" 
cubs, but “hybrids” can also occur naturally, our columnists say.

ythology is 
rife with 
monsters, 
hybrids be¬ 
tween fierce 
creatures that embody the 
most frightening features of 
each parent. Think about 
the sphinx, the centaur, the 
mermaid, and the pan¬ 
theon of Egyptian gods. 
Our fascination with these 
hybrids did not end with 
the ancients, just google 
“hybrids” and you will see 
the results of some bizarre 


breeding programs. As in¬ 
teresting are the names 
“tigon and liger,” “pizzly 
bear,” “zonlcey.” 

This weekend’s Toronto 
Star ran a story about a less 
startling, but ecologically 
more important hybrid, the 
coywolf. Coyotes, wolves, 
and domesticated dogs can 
all interbreed freely, but 
generally do not given dif¬ 
ferences in social behaviour 
and opportunity. However, 
recent eastward expansion 
of the coyote’s range, and 
fewer “would-be” mates for 
the wolves due to shrinking 
populations may have 
tipped the balance, increas¬ 
ing the likelihood of wolves 
and coyotes interbreeding. 

The resulting offspring, 
coywolves, have some traits 
of wolves (large size and 
pack hunting) and some of 
coyotes (smaller home 
range, flexibility in habitat 


requirements, less waiy of 
humans). This combination 
is creating a conflict in the 
rural-suburban areas, as 
these new hybrids are bold 


enough to hunt in packs 
during the daylight. 

Flying under the radar 
are hybridizations between 
plant species or inverte¬ 


brate animals. Often these 
hybridizations are with in¬ 
vasive species, new to a 
habitat. 

Often when we write ar¬ 
ticles about environmen¬ 
tal challenges, the subtext 
is that we as a species are 
directly to blame. This one 
is a bit different. Humans 
do not dictate the behav¬ 
iours and proclivities of 
plants and animals. How¬ 
ever, we do introduce 
would-be mates by moving 
exotic species around the 
planet (accidentally or in¬ 
tentionally), by altering 
habitat, and by reducing 
populations. We do not 
make the lonely wolf odd 
enough to mate with a coy¬ 
ote, but we may leave the 
odd wolf lonely.

When Adam van 
Koeverden doesn’t make 
the international podium, 
he usually isn’t very 
satisfied.

Tiger tamed at PGA 


South Korean Yang Yong- 
eun became Asia’s first 
male major winner after 
overhauling Tiger Woods 
in stunning fashion to 
clinch the U.S. PGA Cham¬ 
pionship by three shots 
yesterday. 

Trailing world No. 1 and 
overwhelming favourite 
Woods by two strokes 
overnight, Yang, ranked 
110th in the world, kept 
his composure in difficult, 
swirling winds at Hazel- 
tine National to fire a two- 


under-par 70. 

He snatched the lead for 
the first time when he 
spectacularly chipped in 
from just off the green to 
eagle the driveable par- 
four 14th on the way to an 
eight-under total of 280. 

Although Yang collected 
his second bogey of the 
day by three-putting at the 
17th, he finished in birdie 
style, striking a superb ap¬ 
proach over a tree to 10 
feet at the par-four last and 
coolly sinking the putt. 


He punched his right fist 
in celebration before rais¬ 
ing both hands above his 
head to acknowledge the 
roars from the huge 
gallery packed around the 
18th green.

USL for sale, MLS interested 



It’sCalled 


n what amounts to a 
Major League Soccer 
fan’s wet dream, the 
lower-level United Soc¬ 
cer Leagues has been 
put up for sale and two 
league sources have con¬ 
firmed that MLS has in¬ 
quired into purchasing it. 

It’s long been debated, 
hypothesized and drooled 
over by those who follow 
the North American game: 
What would happen if MLS 
bought USL and created a 
promotion-relegation sys¬ 
tem similar to the one that 
exists in Europe? 

It’s a question that will 
have to wait, as I’ve been 
told a group of investors 
have the inside track on 
buying the USL — and that 
the deal will ‘be coming to 
a conclusion veiy soon.’ 

When contacted Friday, 
the USL front office offered 
little information. 

“We are a private busi¬ 


ness and as such it is not 
our intention to speak pub¬ 
licly to the media at this 
time,” said Tim Holt, execu¬ 
tive vice president and COO 
of the USL. 

Holt would not comment 
on the financial state of the 
league, but did confirm 
that the league is still ac¬ 
tively seeking expansion 
markets and that Ottawa is 
on a list of 15 potential 
cities. 

“In the short term we are 
okay with being a second 
tier in North America. But 
the league needs to start 
asking the question: What 
are we aspiring to be? A 
veiy strong, stable second 
division? Or are we interest¬ 
ed in chasing first divi¬ 
sion?” 

Chris Economides, senior 
director of USL-1, answered 
one of those questions last 
week when he told a Cleve¬ 
land newspaper that only 
three to six of the league’s 
11 teams are profitable. 
Economides also let it slip 
on Radio-Canada that Nike, 
the majority owner of USL, 
had put the team up for 
sale back in July. 

Over the weekend, Van¬ 
couver Whitecaps presi¬ 
dent Bob Lenarduzzi con¬ 


firmed to me that several 
groups had expressed inter¬ 
est in the USL, but was cau¬ 
tious not to say much 
more, as the deal was 
reaching a critical point in 
negotiations. 

“The USL owners have 
been in the loop the whole 
way since Nike put the 
league up for sale. There 
are a couple groups that are 
interested,” he said. 

Two USL sources, speak¬ 
ing on the condition of 
anonymity, confirmed MLS’ 
interest, but both said that 
it was looking less likely 
now, as MLS was not inter¬ 
ested in the type of num¬ 
bers Nike had asked for. 

Their feeling was unless 
something dramatic hap¬ 
pens, the third group, com¬ 
prised of private investors, 
will be announced in the 
week ahead as the new 
owners of the USL. 

It’s a move that will keep 
MLS — with its stranglehold 
on the North American 
market — honest, but one 
that effectively kills any 
dreams of promotion-rele¬ 
gation in the near future.

Eight¬ 
een months later she 
broke her first world 
record in the sport. 

Free diving basically in¬ 
volves going down into 
the water as far as you can 
while holding your 
breath. No tanks, just fins 
and a mask. 

There are nine different 
competitive disciplines in 
the sport — they measure 
either time underwater or 
distance travelled in ei¬ 
ther a pool or in the ocean 
— and Cruickshanlc holds 
world records in seven of

recreational divers, but 
they’ve also trained pho¬ 
tographers and celebrities 
such as Tiger Woods and 
so-called endurance artist 
David Blaine.

By the end of a 
course, participants can 
hold their breath for as 
long as five minutes un¬ 
derwater, dive as deep as 
132 feet and practise good 
water safety.
